A—If your gross income was less than $10,000 (including your 
wife if you file a joint return), and if your (and your wife’s) total 
income (except for no more than $200) was from wages or salary on 
which tax was withheld by your employer. 
Q—When must the long form (1040) be used? 
A—-If you were self-employed you must use the long form. But 
even if you are an employe, when you have over $10,000 total income 
or you have more than $200 from sources other than wages and 
salary subject to withholding, the long form is for you. Also, if you 
are claiming the status of either “Head of Household” or “Surviv­ 
ing Spouse.”

IJ Happy Workers 
Need More Than 
Increase In Pay 
ANN ARBOR (AP) — A better- 
paid worker is not necessarily a 
happier one, says a University of 
Michigan researcher. 
And labor unions — despite their 
efforts for better economic condi­ 
tions — have not done all they 
could to solve many of the impor­ 
tant 
psychological 
problems 
of 
work says 
Dr. Arnold Tannen- 
baum. program director of the 
, U-M Survey Research Center. 
Although economic improvement 
has contributed to workers’ men­ 
tal health Tannenbaum said, “the 
labor movement has repeatedly 
expressed 
aversion 
for 
efforts 
toward developing some of the 
psychological positives. 
“These,” he said in a recent re­ 
port. “are often identified as cow 
sociology and manipulation tech­ 
niques for exploiting the worker 
and undermining the power of the 
labor movement. .. 
“The ideal image of the working 
man which the labor movement 
provides is not that of a man en­ 
joying his work,” he added. 
Labor, which is committed to 
elevating the status of the working 
man, may be fostering an attitude 
in the workers which is inconsist­ 
ent with its position, he said. 
Industrial jobs, he added, often 
are belittled although they’re im­ 
portant and essential. Industrial 
work — often hard, dirty and dull 
—“provides us as a nation with 
opulence, comfort and the very 
basis of survival,” he said.

MARQUETTE — Details of a 
SI,886,OOO lo n g -iango program to 
im prove Highway M 28 between 
Marquette and Munising were dis­ 
closed Monday by John C. Mackie, 
ftate highway commissioner. 
Maki said the program is sched­ 
uled to get under way ea rly in 
1964 and to be completed in 1966 
or early in 1967. 
The program w ill be carried out 
in three phases: 
1. M 28 from Munising Ave., in 
Munising north 1.4 miles to the 
horth city lim its is scheduled for 
som e relocation and paving with 
cem ent concrete. This project is

In effect, the winter deer range is get­ 
ting bigger, but not better. 
This means that the fate of many deer is left to the whims 
of wanter; the shoo ter the deep-snow period the better.

So you find all the deer living 
. and trying to feed on less than 
i one-fifth of the land. This is on­ 
ly part of th pinch. Their natural 
; winter food supplies amount to 
only a small part of what’s avail­ 
able to eat during the summer. 
Some winters, deer are hardly 
confined a1 all. In other years, the 
yarding period starts in Decem - 
I ber and runs into April. 
As temperatures drop, deer food 
1 consumption goes up. Severe cold, 
deep snow, and too many months 
for too little food result in deer 
being lost. 


Michigan’s northern deer coun­ 
try can be divided according to 
winter 
food 
conditions. 
Only 
about one-sixth of the range has 
enough food to bring deer through 
the toughest winters. 
On tw'o-fifths of the range, food 
conditions are so bad that even 
a mild winter will knock off some 
deer. But after a real tough, long 
winter, starved deer w ill show up 
in lour-fifths of the yarding areas. 


EAST LANSING — The age of 
electronics has provided a rapid 
and efficient accounting and tax

Economists at Michigan State U ni­ 
versity have used camputers and 
punched cards to make thousands 
of calculations in their farm man­ 
agem ent studies. 
“But,” says John Doneth, of

I cent and there is strong pressure 
j to permit new cooperators to en- 
j roll. There were 1,300 enrolled in 
the Michigan program last v ear. 
“There is every indication that 
this system w ill soon be able to 
handle a large number of farm re- 
| cords more accurately and on a 
more com plex basis than any oth­ 
er system today,’’ says Doneth. He 
joints out that a “properly organ­ 
ized machine center will require 
; a large number of records to make 
it operate e ffic ie n tly .” Less than I 
one out of IOO U. S. farmers now ' 
belongs to an organized farm re- I 
cord system. 
MSU started the first m ail-in 
electronic 
account 
project 
in 
1957. More than 20 .states current- ' 
ly have such programs now. 
Farmers mail in monthly income, 
expense and investm ent informa­ 
tion. Periodic reports are return­ 
ed to the farmer showing detailed 
accounting of income 
and 
ex ­ 
penses. Annual reports are tabu­ 
lated at the end of each business 
year.

Nixon amassed a sizable finan­

Escanaba District 
Leads In Bobcats 
Trappers of the Escanaba Dis­ 
trict of the Conservation Depart­ 
ment took 79 coyotes, 26 bobcats 
and 47 foxes in November. The 
district 
embrances 
Delta, 
and 
Marquette counties and the west 
half of Alger. 
The take was the fourth largest 
in coyotes, tops in bobcats and 
fourth in number of foxes among 
the four conservation districts of 
the Upper Peninsula, which re­ 
ported a total of 319 coyotes, 75 
bobcats and 183 foxes taken. 
The newberrv district led in 
coyotes, 95, and the Baraga dis­ 
trict in foxes, 69.

Bark River from its headwaters 
to its outlet in Green Bay as first 
step to what may be a watershed 
development project. 
The Bark River rises in two 
shallow, muddy lakes about two 
miles northwest of the village of 
Bark River north of U.S. 41. The 
little lakes are joined by a m ar­ 
shy overflow arca and they have 
such soft bottoms that cattle have 
been lost in them, according to 
local settlers. 
The Bark River’s flow south to 
Green Bay is obstructed 
by a 
large drumlin, hilly glacial for­ 
mation to the south, so it flows 
north for about two miles and 
then turns south around the north 
end of the drumlin in the Schaffer 
arca and joins with another tri­ 
butary 
which rises 
in 
a 
large 
swamp arca northeast of Schaffer. 
The two streams join just north 
of U.S. 2 a mile and three quar­ 
ters

stream then flows southerly in 
quite a straight course for about 
five

is marked with drumlins and other 
high areas which speed the run­ 
off.
